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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: 

Applicants argue that Anderson does not teach the limitation of "determining, by the media device, a first infonmation item representing 
content, wherein said first infomiatlon Item Is selected based on said first location relative to content presented on the media device; 
transfening, by the media device, the first Information item to the display unit; and receiving and presenting said first information item on 
the display unit" without providing particular reasons why. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. Anderson teaches computer determines and selects a user interface that displaying data corresponding 
to a device connected to a port based on location of the connected port, wherein the location of the connected port relate to the data 
presented, such as the data con-esponding to the device is displayed on the selected interface of the display device or the data 
conresponding to the device is displayed on left or above of displayed data conresponding to another device (Anderson, col.4, lines 8-42; 
col.5, lines 4-20). It is noted that the claim language does not verify IHOW the first location RELATIVE to content presented. Anderson 
teaches displaying selected user interface on the display device so that the user is able to Interact with (Anderson, col.4, lines 10-33, 53- 
60). Therefore, Anderson teaches such limitations as explained above. 
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
